These woro tho sentiments expres- 
sed by Colonel Wilfrid Bovey at 
tho moiTihIy dinner-meeting of the 
Knights of Columbus, held last night. 
Ili.M fulijeri wa.H the I'rcnch l-:ngHHh 
Ilrlallons In the I'lovliico of Quebec 
whicl! he dealt v.ilh from tho histor- 
ical viewpoint mainly. 

Erin's Harp 
The proximity of St. Patrick's Day 
was denoted by the presenco of

The Female Side 

The Btudcnls of R.V.C.. it if claimed 
are taking little intercRt in thin question 
of the amalgamation of the M.W.S.S. and 
I he Students* Council. The average woman 
.student knowfj nothing of the issues in. 
volved. nor have ihcy been presented in an 
impartial way. Outside of a small band of 
tnthuslaatic suppoi^tcrs of the measure, the 
io.>:t of the women are in Ignorance. Mont 
of the to-cd.'! do not even undcrptand how 
the Il.V.C. hocieticfl are thcnuselvc? or« 
ganizotl, or how the money which they pay 
lowurds these «ocietiea is difitrlbuted. For 
the most part, they are indifferent, and 
will allow a few to pas»» n measure before 
the general body has had a chance to con* 
t-ider it intolllKontly. There aro a great 
many a^p<'clM to the problem. On the score 
u{ Justice, women ahould certainly be on 
the Council: it la rather a question of ex- 
pediency. Women, wo believe, work more 
efficiently by themselves, running their 
3wn organization?, and when women ptu- 
dente arc in the minority, their rights arc 
safeguarded better under the preaent sys- 
tem. 

Certain campus societies which are 
under the control of the Students' Council, 
huch US the Scarlet Key. need a woman on 
their executive. Must amalgamation be 
carried through before that is possible? 
Should not the Scarlet Key Society have a 
woman member? It is on the financial side 
that amalgamation needs moat explana- 
tion, as far as is known tht financial 
question has been thoroughly worked out 
neither by the men nor the women. The 
men have the idea that the R.ViC. socictieR 
are rolling in wealth, and are looking for 
Homething on which to spend their money, 
This la hardly a fair argument — perhaps 
it is only that they are more careful with 
it. 

The argument in question is not that 
amalgamation in a hnd thing, but we 
merely wondrr whether tho.se students who 
are supporting amalgamation have con- 
hldercd all the <r.i(>.«tinn.s that arise, and art 
trying to arouse real interest among the 
ntudents. After all. why should K.V.C. vote 
upon a meaaure when it cannot vote in- 
iflligcntly?

There seems to be grtat uncertUnty I/i the 
minds of most studtnts of the university sa to 
Just what en amalgamation of the men's and 
women's governing bodies would mean. In order 
10 try and clear up this uncertainty I have gone to 
the people, both men .ind women, who have nudlod 
Ihe ntiestlon und know moi,t about It. and have 
dlscuk^rd It with them In all Its aspect.. 1 should 
like to eubm;t the argument» both for and against 
the problem in the hopo that they will help lo 
clarify the situation. 

Theoretically, of courie, the Idea U good. The 
8tud»nt Council, at tho present time, purports to 
administer the affairs of tho atudcnta of this uni- 
vcrelty but as the Council excludes from Its mem- 
i'c;-iui. tha representatives of obout four hundred 
women students. Who havo no voice In matters 
affecting tho university as a whole, its position Is 
obviously unsound. The Idéal, fir which the men 
and women In favour of omalgamallon are work- 
ln». Is a Student Council which will reprcsftnt 
the men xnd women and benefit tu- university In 
that It will do away with much of tho present 
over lopping of .-ocicllcs and Interests and so en- 
able general student affairs to be conducted mora 
erriclentl}-. 

Thera la some feeling among t.'i 
Since thay would be in a minorliy on ilm i.oundl 
tha women's lntero*ts would not bo raio-guarded. 
It Is not lo bo expected, however, tlinl the men 
Who havo l.ecn iho«en to sit on tho Council are 
narrow-minded and reactionary. W t may iak« It 
(or grahted, 1 Uilnk, that the day when men thought 
women not capabla of helping to govern theni- 
>elveo Is past. There Is. therefore, no rcntnn to

If the women 
decide tlicy want aiiialuamatlon they 
must face the fact Ihat iher"! « :il 
have to be a period of readjustment 
which may cause dltsatlstAcllon for 
a time. Tho men. of course, lmv« to 
pass Judgment On tho Idea as well, and 
no on« may r>.'»y what IhPir verdirl 
will tie. rinalu lally. the n-.cn would 
benefit more than the women, for the 
timo being at least, and the change 
would affect iliem very. Itttio in any. 
other way. so ll Is difficult to see why 
th<>re should be rooted objcclton tu 
the Mea on ti'.elr ilde. 

M.iy I kUggest tha* even If t:;e am- 
algamaUon does not take place at 
the present Ume, the »|ueslton will 
InAvIlably come up again, so that In 
any cas» 11 would be a very wise move 
lo survey the unlverslll*a where It Is 
already firmly established and find out 
exactly how the system work* If 
McOtll decides to unite her lent 
goVtrnlni; bodies tho new (."ouncU 
iould then make use of Ihe l)*st (ea- 
lures ot all the other syiteml and so 
make the right start. If the plan Is 
vUrMr,! .i.^^vriiPt. u: the pret-cnt tinis. 
ucourato knowledge would still be in- 
valuable whtn tha question la again 
brought btfore the students.
